The slab is "rolled" after it is screeded and 
before it is floated. Once the concrete has been 
knocked down by rough screeding, you push the 
roller back and forth across the slab just as if 
you were floating. 

This bock and forth action pushes the large 
aggregate below the surface of the slab. 

In addition to speed, the Jitterbug Roller has 
several advantages over hand tamping.

WHY YOU SHOULD "CRAWL'' YOUR SLABS 

-To make the strongest slab possible, Ihe lorge 
aggregate should be evenly distributed from top 
to bottom of the slab. But, if the concrete is left 
as it is when it is poured, large pieces of aggrc 
gate lying at the top of the slob will "riffle' or 
"scar" Ihe surface as you trowel it. In order to 
settle the larger aggregate below the surface, 
most controctors hand tamp it to bring the fat 
up and to settle the aggregate 
However, concrete engineers hove discovered 
that over-tamping frequently causes the aggre- 
gate to settle too much, cousing "separation.' 
This actually weakens the finished slab For 
utmost strength, the lorge aggregate should be 
depressed no more than Jfs" *° 3 tt below the 
surface- this is just enough to make an ideal 
surface for troweling and floating, but not 
enough to separate aggregate and mortar ond 
weaken the slob. 

For years, concrete finishers have searched for 
a method of preparing the slab for finish that 
depresses the aggregate a very little bit, but 
not too much.
